Washington, Jon. 15. 
Secretary Charles Brannan, 


US. Agriculture Department, 
sald today farmers face restrice » 
fiong on production unless they 
can keep big foreign markets 
built up by World Wor II. 

“American agriculture,” he 
cnid, “is fouled up to export at 
the highast rate in our history.” 

After expending to record 
proportions during and after 
World War II, exports of many 
farm products started declining 
in 1952. Foreign trade restric- 
lions, a ‘“shortnge of dollars 
abroad, and a reduction in U.S. 
economic ald to foreign coun- 
tries contributed to this de- 
cline, ‘ 
. Brannan said American pro: 
duction of tobacco, wheat, cot-- 
ton, lard, dricd and fresh frults 
cun be maintained at the pre- 
sent levels only if exports rang- 
ing from 25 to 50 per cent of 
total production of these com- 
moditicy can be achicved.: 

“The ulternative to maintain- 


ing tho present level of 
exports’ the. cabinct official 
said, “woutd appear to be the 
re-institution of production 
allotments and a general cut 
back all along the line with all 
of the incvitable and unpleasant 
consequences which such action 
would have for the American 
economy as a whole.” 

Mr Brannan’ sald many 
foreign countries, _ historically 
among America’s most import- 
ant markets for farm products, 
have bullt up “an increasingly 
complex web of controls on 
imports and exchange.” These 
netions, he sald, ore making it 
dificult to find markets for 


-eurplus farm products. 


PRICE SUPPORT ° 
In his report ta the President, 
the Secretary praised farm price 
programmes _developed 
Franklin D. Roosevelt 


vegetables. . 

. Present supports are largely 
limited to such products as 
“grains, cotton, tobacco and pea- 
nuts, which can be stored.
